Washington, July 26 (/T)—A short- 
tempered, irritable Senate waded 
deeper today into a bitter dispute 
over the $5,723,000,000 foreign aid 
program.

Discounts Effects 
Of Bomb Radiation 


Chicago, July 26 
An Atomic 
Energy Commission doctor said to­ 
day that atom bomb radiation is 
"perhaps the most over-evaluated" 
hazard of war. 
This opinion was expressed by 
Col. James P. Cooney, a member of 
the AEC's medical advisory staff 
Writing in the July issue of radio­ 
logy, a Journal for specialists in 
x-ray and radium, he said. 
"The residual radiation from an 
air burst bomb Is insignificant. The 
significant radiation occurs in a 
m atter of micro-seconds and does 
not extend beyond a 2,000-yard ra­ 
dius. 
"Immediately after a detonation 
such as occurred at Hiroshima or 
Nagasaki, it is perfectly safe to en­ 
ter into a bombed area and rescue 
the thousands whose injuries will be 
such that they will not be able to 
walk.”

Now a billion and a half dollars 
is a lot of money even in these days 
of astronomical calculations, and 
there are plenty of signs th a t the 
law-makers will examine the pro­ 
posal with weather-eyes 
Adverse

Uncle Sam s economy already is I 
strained to the limit by our pres- | 
ent 
vast budget, which 
includes

defense , 
alone. 
The administration's request for 
thLs foreign aid is based on the 
strategic decision that the military J 
strength of our 
European 
allies 
should be increased as quickly as 
possible to enable them to stand ofT 
any Russian attack until American 
power could come to the rescue. 
In short we don't propose to re­ 
enact the role we played in the last 


two world wars. 
President 
Trum an's message to 
Congress included these explana­ 
tory points: 
Tile better prepared the free na­ 
tions are to resist aggression, the 
less likelihood there is that they 
will have to use the forces they 
have prepared, x x x Their defense 
Is our defense and is of deep con­ 
cern to us x x x It m ust be made 
clear that the United States has 
no intention, in the event of ag­ 
gression, of allowing the peoples ot 
Western Europe to be overrun be­ 
fore its own power can be brought 
to bear, x x x Tile aid we provide 
will constitute only a minor fraction 
of what these countries will spend 
themselves.” 
So we see that the proposed Amer­ 
ican aid isn’t entirely an altruistic 
proposition. As Mr. Trum an says 
“their defense is our defense." We 
are acting in our own interests. Our 
forward defenses lie in Europe these 
days. 


Washington, July 26 (AV-House 
spy hunters said Monday a woman 
employe of the United Nations put 
herself “in the category of a courier

working for the U. S. government. 
The un-American activities commit­ 
tee tossed that accusation against 
Mrs. Mary Jane Keeney, 51, of New 
York.
